Gov. Nelson Explains Why

MADISON — Worried about dis- 


closing a huge deficit in his bud- 
get to be submitted to the legis- 
lature this week, Gov. Gaylord 
Nelson said today a local govern- 
ment cost spiral is the cause of 
the state financial crisis. 


The governor greeted capitol re- 


porters at his weekly news con- 
ference with a 1,500-word prepar- 
ed statement explaining that the 
local units of government get 
about $7 out of $10 collected by 
the state and that their money 
demands are growing at a record 
pace. 


Budget Sets Record 


Except for their needs, he said, 


the state would be in a comfort- 
able position and could finance its 
own direct spending without ad- 
ditional corporation or individual 
taxes. 


The theme is a familiar one 


for Nelson, and has been repeat- 
ed from hundreds of speech plat- 
forms in the last two years. 


His timing today was obviously 


related to the fact that he will 
present his second-term budget to 
the Republican legislature Wed- 
nesday and that it will show a rec- 
ord high total of proposed dis- 
bursements while simultaneously 
revealing a record gap between 
expected revenues and the sug 
gested expenditures. 


The result will be an additional 


tax levy — unless the legislature 
cuts back the spending proposals 
more than expected — of at least 
$70 million for the next t%vo years 
and perhaps more.

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Fox Cities Water Problems 


- A pressing problem for growing metro- 
politan areas, including the Fox Cities, is 
finding an adequate supply of water for 
future needs. 


As population grows and industry ex- 


pands, the local supply of water dwindles - 
and forces cities to find new sources, some- 
times far outside their boundaries. 


What hurts the municipal purse most is 


paying for these new,-larger facilities, es- 
pecially when water must be brought over 
a long distance. 


One '.ray to lessen the sting is to have 


a metropolitan water district, similar to a 
metropolitan sanitary sewage district. The 
day when such an arrangement becomes 
advisable for the Fox Cities may not be far 


off. 


The Fox River is becoming less and less 


a desirable source of water. Lake Winne- 
bago may not always be an acceptable 
source, either. As communities grow, wells 
often become incapable of supplying suf- 
ficient water. 


The river and the lake are both shal- 


low. Movement of water in both is slow, 
encouraging stagnation and excessive algae 
formation. Both are receivers of industrial 
and municipal sewage effluent. 


It is possible that some day the Fox 


Cities will have to go to Lake Michigan for 
•water. Green Bay did this and found it 
cheaper, both for construction and purifi- 
cation, than making new arrangements to 
take water from the bay. 


The time, to give a metropolitan water 


utility serious consideration is now, before 
more money is spent on individual plants. 


Appleton and Menasha are having sur- 


veys made of their water departments. Ap- 
pleton's plant, last enlarged in 1955, is not 
expandable. Neenah spent considerable 
money on its plant several years ago, and 
hopes it will suffice for awhile. 


Appleton's survey is likely to show it is 


not feasible to build another plant along 
the river. It is more likely to recommend 
going, at the least, to Lake Winnebago. 


Menasha. started a $240,000 improve- 


ment at its plant in 1959, completed it last 
year and hopes this will take care of its 
needs for a- few years. 


Kimberly's water plant soon may be- 


come too small, in view of the state's re- 
fusal to order Combined Locks to build its 
own plant. Kimberly's plant is adequate 
for its own needs for some time, but if it 
must continue' to take care of Combined 
Locks and growing" demands in both vil- 
lages, its outlook is bleak. 


It is very possible that the most econom- 


ical solution would be for the Fox Cities 
join hands and build one large water facili- 
ty, rather than duplicate expensive opera- 
tions. Large industries locate logical seg- 
ments of their operations in one place, to 
cut costs and increase efficiency. Munici- 
palities can do likewise. 


An example of how much it costs to 


maintain and operate separate facilities is 
all the sewage treatment plant construction 
that is going on or will start soon in the 
Fox Cities. 


Increasing primary treatment and in- 


stalling secondary treatment facilities at 
Appleton alone is going to cost about 
S2 millions. 


Kimberly just spent $100,000 to rebuild 


its plant. Little Chute is in the process of 
building a'new $227,000 sewage plant, after 
going in debt approximately $150,000 about 
10 years ago for its present plant. 


Neenah and Menasha also have been or- 


dered by the state to add secondary treat- 
ment. 


It appears the Town of Menasha will 


spend about $1 million to build its own 
sewage plant The effluent will go into 
Little Lake Butte Des Morts, then into the 
Fox River, compounding purification prob- 
lems at the Appleton water plant. 


How about a water utility for the Town 


of Menasha? How much will it cost? Private 
wells there are becoming contaminated, be- 
cause the ground is reaching the saturation 
point with drainage from septic tanks. 


Appleton is the only one of the Fox 


Cities getting its water from the Fox River. 
Neenah and Menasha get it from Lake Win- 
nebago. Kaukauna, Kimberly and Little 
Chute have wells. 


Appleton, Neenah and Menasha used 


wells at one time. As the cities grew, wells 
no longer supplied enough water. The 
same may happen some day with Kaukauna 
and the villages. 


Kaukauna is spending about $100,000 


for iron removal equipment, to remove an 
objectionable aspect of its well water. 


A metropolitan water commission would 


govern a Fox Cities utility. The number of 
commissioners from each of the seven com- 
munities could be based on population, or 
any other fair division of representation. 


In view of the growth of the Fox Cities, 


with heavier demands for water, and the 
money being spent for duplication of sew- 
age facilities, it would seem this is a good 
time to plan ahead for an economical and 
adequate future supply of water.

Highway Deaths Climbing Again 


Wisconsin had a total of 925 deaths in 


highway accidents in 1960 which was 104 
more than in 1959. That is a large increase 
and difficult to explain but the record for 
1961 also is well ahead of the figures for 
1960, indicating that perhaps we are start- 
ing toward an all-time high. 


There were 831 highway deaths in 1950. 


From then until 1956 the record shows an 
irregular advance toward the all-time rec- 
ord of 955 deaths in 1956. There was a 
downward trend from 1956 through 1959 
when it changed to its present upward 
course. The mere fact that the disappoint- 
ing figure of 1960 still was 30 below the 
high point of 1956 may be taken as cheer- 
ing news by some but there are so many 
factors involved in accident death rates 
that no one can be sure whether we really 
are in a slump, holding our own, or improv- 
ing. 


Today we have better highways, more 


efficient cars and presumably better driv- 
ers. Furthermore, we have better highway 
supervision but it must be quite clear that 
the supervision is insufficient. It also may 
be said that the faster and more efficient 
cars are more dangerous and in some in- 
stances too dangerous for drivers even 
though drivers have improved their skills.

Immature Mali 


One of the new African nations trying 


to pull itself up by its bootstraps is the 
Republic of Mali which became independ- 
ent last September. But the president, 
Modibo Keita, indicates that he hasn't 
learned the lesson of what constitutes true 
liberty. 


Mali, once the Sudan Republic and part 


of the French colonial empire, achieved 
self-governing status as part of the French 
Community combined with Sengala as the 
Mali Federation. But it soon split away and 
now has aligned itself economically and 
perhaps ideologically with Ghana and 
Guinea. 


President Keita has called for a period 


of austerity and personal sacrifice to 
enable the nation to become economically 
sound. He has emphasized that breaking 
with France doesn't mean isolation, and 
points to Guinea, Ghana, and Egypt as 
close friends. The Mali farmers have agreed 
to cut rice prices by one-third in order to 
compete on the African market, and Presi- 
dent Keita says the youth of the nation now 
are working in the bush and foregoing the

No one reading the report can doubt 
for a minute that most of the victims would 
be alive today if it had not been for pure 
carelessness on the part of one or the other 
of the drivers involved. Oftentimes only, 
one driver was involved and except for a 
possible rare case, when there may have 
been mechanical failure, the driver was 
clearly the cause of his own death. If the 
climbing record is to be changed it will be 
done by the drivers themselves and no one 
else.

AEC Says Nuclear Weapons 
Strong Stop Against Attack 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


United States has built up such an 
arsenal of new and improved nu- 
clear weapons that it has started 
relegating obsolescent models to 
retirement, the Atomic Energy 
Commission disclosed today. 


The AEC said the nation's pres- 


ent nuclear weapons strength— 
both in numbers and variety—of- 
fers a "powerful deterrent against 
aggression." But the AEC added 
this alert to its annual report to 
congress: 


Further dramatic advances in 


weapons are possible through fur- 
ther nuclear testing—and there- 
fore a threat to the free world is 
"implicit in a continued unpoliced 
moratorium on weapons testing." 


The commission indicated its 


belief in the possibility that Rus- 
sia may have been conducting 
underground sneak tests of weap- 
ons during the current moratori- 
um, in effect since 1958. 


"This commission is full in ac 


weapons—and the resultant threat 
to the free world—that are im- 
plicit in a continued unpoliced 
moratorium on weapons testing." 


The AEC added: 
"Nuclear weapons development 


is not a static science. Important 
advances in weapons design are 
possible—advances which would 
have great military significance. 
They could include improvements 
in many fields, such as new 'bat- 
tlefield' weapons and improve-
